THE    COLLEGE. 


The  College  of  the  City  of  New  York,  originally  entitled  the 
Free  Academy,  although  academic  in  name,  was  intended,  from 
its  very  first  inception,  to  furnish  a  complete  collegiate  educa- 
tion. This  appears  from  the  language  of  a  Committee  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Education,  July  27,  1846,  to  report  upon  the 
subject  of  the  establishment  of  an  institution  of  this  nature, 
which  report  was  made  and  considered  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  held  on  February  10,  1847,  and  formed  the  basis  of  a 
memorial  to  the  Legislature.  It  recommended  the  establish- 
ment of  a  "  Free  College,"  in  the  following  terms : 

"  Your  Committee  will  briefly  remark  that  their  design  is  to 
offer  the  idea  of  a  College,  in  which,  while  it  shall  be  in  no  way 
inferior  to  our  Colleges  in  the  character,  amount,  and  value  of 
the  information  given  to  the  pupils,  the  course  of  studies  to  be 
pursued  will  have  reference  to  the  active  duties  of  operative  life, 
rather  than  those  more  particularly  regarded  as  necessary  for  the 
pulpit,  bar,  or  medical  profession." 

In  accordance  with  this  recommendation  the  Legislature  au- 
thorized the  establishment  of  the  New  York  Free  Academy, 
and  a  course  of  study  was  laid  down  adapted  to  accomplish  this 
great  purpose  of  its  organization.  From  time  to  time,  as  practi- 
cal experience  suggested  amendments,  the  course  was  modified 
and  enlarged,  until  it  attained  such  breadth  and  symmetry  that 
the  Legislature,  in  the  year  1854,  passed  a  law  endowing  the  in- 
stitution with  full  power  to  confer  upon  its  graduates  the  usual 
collegiate  degrees  and  diplomas  in  the  arts  and  sciences. 
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As  one  class  after  another  graduated,  and  left  the  city  to 
reside  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  where  their  Alma  Mater 
was  known  only  by  its  name,  they  found  the  impression  existing 
that  they  had  not  enjoyed  a  collegiate  education,  and  hence 
arose  the  unpleasant  necessity  of  vindicating  their  claim  to  lib- 
eral learning,  by  explaining  their  status  as  graduates  of  the  New 
York  Free  Academy.  This  cloud  which  rested  upon  the  grad- 
uates began  to  cast  its  shadow  upon  the  institution  itself. 

From  year  to  year  there  was  an  increasing  number  of  those 
who  repaired  to  different  colleges  to  finish  their  education,  not 
because  of  any  superior  advantages  to  be  enjoyed  there,  but 
simply  that  they  might  graduate  from  institutions  having  the 
title  as  well  as  the  functions  of  a  college.  It,  therefore,  became 
a  general  conviction  among  our  graduates  and  students  that  it 
would  be  an  act  of  policy  as  well  as  of  justice  to  give  the  insti- 
tution the  name  to  which  it  was  fairly  entitled,  both  by  its 
course  of  study  and  by  the  act  of  the  Legislature  empowering  it 
to  confer  collegiate  degrees. 

Such,  we  believe,  was  also  the  sentiment  of  the  most  enlight- 
ened friends  of  education,  who  had  become  acquainted  with  the 
character  of  the  Free  Academy  and  the  thorough  training  of  its 
graduates  in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences.  For  these  reasons,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Legislature 
changed  the  name  to  that  of  "  The  College  of  the  City  of  New 
York,"  by  the  following  Act,  passed  March  30,  1866 : 

AN  ACT  to   erect    the  "Free  Academy   of    the   City   of  New  York"  into  a 

College. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,   represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do 
enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  Free  Academy  in  the  City  of  New  York,  heretofore  estab- 
lished, under  the  authority  of  law,  by  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  and 
County  of  New  York,  and  now  under  the  supervision,  management  and  gov- 
ernment of  the  said  Board  of  Education,  shall  henceforth  be  a  separate  and 
distinct  organization  and  body  corporate,  and  be  known  as  "The  College  of 
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the  City  of  New  York,"  and  as  such  shall  have  the  powers  and  privileges  of  a 
college,  pursuant  to  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this  State,  and  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  said  statutes  relative  to  colleges,  and  to  the  visitation  of  the 
Regents  of  the  University,  in  like  maimer  with  the  other  colleges  of  the  State. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  shall  be  ex-ojjido  the  Trus- 
tees of  said  College,  and  shall  have  and  possess  the  powers  conferred  upon,  and 
be  subject  to  the  duties  required  of,  the  trustees  of  colleges  by  the  Revised 
Statutes. 

Sec.  3.  All  acts  of  the  Legislature  now  in  force  in  regard  to  the  said  Free 
Academy,  and  to  its  control,  management,  support,  and  affairs,  and  which  are 
not  inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  continue  in 
force,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  applicable  to  the  College  hereby  incorpo- 
rated as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  May  next. 


Requisitions  of  Admissioi\. 

The  examination  of  candidates  for  admission  takes  place  im- 
mediately after  the  general  examination  in  June.  No  student 
can  be  admitted  to  the  College  unless  he  resides  in  the  city,  be 
fourteen  years  of  age,  have  attended  the  common  schools  in  the 
city  twelve  months,  and  pass  a  good  examination  in 

Spelling,  Algebra,  as  far  as  quadratic 

Reading,  equations,  inclusive, 

Writing,  Geography, 

English  Grammar,  History  of  the  United  States, 

Arithmetic,  Elementary  Book-keeping. 

No  candidate  can  be  examined  for  admission  unless  he  pre- 
sent to  the  President  of  the  College  a  certificate  in  the  form 
prepared  by  the  Executive  Committee,  signed  by  the  Principals 
of  the  schools  of  which  he  has  been  a 'member,  and  specifying 
tlic  age  of  the  candidate,  the  grammar  schools  of  this  city  which 
he  has  attended,  the  dates  and  the  length  of  time  of  his  atten- 
dance in  each. 
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At  either  of  the  regular  examinations  candidates  may  be  ad- 
mitted to  any  class,  to  pursue  the  studies  of  any  one  or  more 
departments,  provided  they  shall  have  attended  the  grammar 
schools  the  requisite  period — shall  be  of  the  proper  age — shall 
pass  the  proper  examination  for  admission,  and  also  an  examina- 
tion satisfactory  to  the  Faculty,  in  the  previous  studies  of  the 
class  or  departments  to  which  they  wish  to  be  admitted. 

No  person  is  allowed  to  be  present  at  the  examination  for  ad- 
mission except  the  instructors  in  the  College  and  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees ;  neither  the  names  of  the  candidates  nor 
the  schools  from  which  they  are  sent  are  made  known  to  the  in- 
structors conducting  the  examinations,  but  each  candidate  is 
designated,  during  examination,  by  a  number  given  to  him  on  a 
card  by  the  President.  Only  the  names  of  such  as  have  passed 
a  good  examination  are  afterwards  ascertained,  in  order  to  be 
inscribed  on  the  rolls  of  the  College. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  must  be 
fifteen  years  of  age,  and  must  pass  an  examination  in  the  studies 
pursued  by  the  Introductory  Class,  in  addition  to  the  usual 
examination  for  admission. 

The  choice  of  each  student  as  to  the  course  of  studies  he 
intends  to  pursue  must  be  made  in  writing  at  the  time  of  his 
admission,  and  registered  and  filed  at  the  College.  It  must  be 
made  by  the  parent  or  guardian,  or  by  the  parent  or  guardian 
be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty.  It  is 
important  that  the  subject  be  carefully  considered  before  the 
selection  is  made,  as,  from  considerations  of  advantage  to  the 
student,  as  well  as  from  a  proper  regard  for  the  orderly  working 
and  discipline  of  the  institution,  when  once  commenced,  the 
same  course  must  be  pursued  as  long  as  the  student  remains  in 
the  College. 

Every  student  admitted  into  the  College  receives  a  certificate 
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thereof,  stating  that  on  leaving  the  institution  with  a  good 
character,  after  one  year,  he  shall  receive  another  certificate  or 
diploma,  stating  the  period  he  has  been  in  the  College,  and  the 
studies  there  pursued  by  him,  provided  he  shall  have  satisfac- 
torily accounted  for  all  the  books  and  other  property  committed 
to  him  ;  but  no  student  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  dismission 
if  he  be  dismissed  for  misconduct;  and  in  each  certificate  it 
shall  be  stated  that  the  recipient  is  furnished  with  a  statement  of 
his  standing  in  the  College,  as  it  appears  on  the  records,  during 
his  whole  connection  with  the  institution.  If  a  student  absents 
himself  for  two  weeks  without  obtaining  permission,  his  name  is 
stricken  from  the  rolls,  and  he  loses  his  right  to  a  certificate  of 
good  standing  on  leaving  the  institution. 

Discipline. 

The  rules  of  conduct  are  but  few,  and  laid  down  in  view  of 
securing  prompt  attention  to  duty  and  correct  behavior.  Any 
infraction  of  these  rules  involves  punishment,  which,  according 
to  the  offence,  consists  of  demerit-marks,  private  admonition, 
admonition  by  the  President  in  the  presence  of  the  section  and 
of  the  instructor  in  the  recitation-room,  suspension  by  the  di- 
rection of  the  President,  public  admonition  by  the  President  in 
presence  of  all  the  students  at  roll-call,  final  admonition  by  the 
President  in  a  meeting  of  the  Faculty,  and  dismission  for  mis- 
conduct, the  latter  to  be  directed  by  a  vote  of  the  Faculty. 

Every  violation  of  the  rules  is  recorded  in  the  Booh  of  Dis- 
cipline, together  with  the  degree  of  punishment  inflicted,  and 
the  amount  of  demerits  received.  Ko  student  is  demerited  with- 
out receiving  notice  of  the  fact  and  the  cause. 
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Terms,  Vacations,  etc. 

The  classes  are  annual,  and  each  year  is  divided  into  two 
terms. 

There  are  three  vacations  in  each  Collegiate  year — the  sum- 
mer vacation,  from  July  3d  to  the  third  Wednesday  in  Septem- 
ber ;  the  winter  vacation,  from  the  25th  day  of  December  to  the 
2d  day  of  January,  inclusive  ;  and  the  spring  vacation,  the  week 
including  the  first  of  May.  There  are  no  college  exercises  on 
Saturday,  on  the  day  celebrated  as  the  Anniversary  of  Ameri- 
can Independence,  on  the  22d  day  of  February,  and  on  Thanks- 
giving Day.  The  first  Collegiate  Term  commences  at  the  end  of 
the  summer  vacation,  and  the  second  at  the  end  of  the  first  ex- 
amination. 

The  exercises,  during  term-time,  begin  at  9  a.  m.,  and  continue 
until  all  the  classes  are  heard.  The  doors  are  closed  for  roll- 
call  at  precisely  fifteen  minutes  before  9  o'clock,  when  all  the 
students  are  to  be  in  their  seats  in  the  Chapel,  and  all  the  in- 
structors in  attendance. 

Examinations. 

There  are  two  public  examinations  during  the  Collegiate  year. 
The  first  commences  on  the  first  Monday  of  February,  the 
second  on  the  third  Monday  before  Commencement,  each  con- 
tinuing eight  days.  The  examinations  are  conducted  by  the 
officer  in  charge  of  each  study,  and  no  student  is  allowed  to 
advance  to  the  next  class  without  being  found  qualified  for  such 
advancement.  If  any  student  shall,  in  any  of  his  studies,  have 
made  so  little  progress  as  to  be  unqualified  for  advancement 
two  successive  years,  his  name  is  stricken  from  the  rolls  of  the 
College. 
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Merit-Roll. 

The  Merit-Roll  is  made  up  immediately  after  each  examina- 
tion. On  this  roll  each  student  is  ranked  according  to  his  stand- 
ing in  his  class,  indicated  by  the  amount  of  merit-marks  received 
during  the  term,  for  conduct,  recitations  and  examinations. 
The  roll  is  divided  into  four  categories — Highest,  High,  Good 
and  Low. 

The  student  who  has  the  highest  number  of  marks  in  his  class 
ranks  Highest. 

All  students  rank  High,  the  total  of  whose  marks  in  study 
and  conduct  together  equals  the  maximum  of  conduct,  plus  nine- 
tenths  of  the  maximum  of  study. 

All  students  rank  Good,  the  total  of  whose  marks  equals  the 
maximum  of  conduct,  plus  six-tenths  of  the  maximum  of  study. 

And  all  students,  the  total  of  whose  marks  fall  below  this  last 
sum,  rank  Low. 

The  maximum  of  merit  in  any  study  or  exercise  is  ascertained 
by  multiplying  the  whole  number  of  exercises  of  the  class  during 
term-time  by  ten,  which  is  the  maximum  of  merit  in  each  reci- 
tation. 

The  maximum  of  merit  in  any  examination  is  ascertained  by 
multiplying  the  number  of  recitations  per  week  in  each  subject 
by  one  hundred. 

The  maximum  of  conduct  is  ascertained  by  multiplying  the 
whole  number  of  collegiate  days  by  ten,  and  the  rate  of  conduct 
is  ascertained  by  deducting  from  such  maximum  all  demerit- 
marks. 

The  Merit-Roll  is  signed  by  the  President,  and,  after  being 
printed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  is  sent  to  the  parents  or 
guardians  of  every  student. 
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Junior  Exhibition- 

On  the  evening  of  the  last  Friday  of  the  examination  in  Feb- 
ruary, the  exhibition  of  the  Junior  Class  is  held,  at  which  time 
there  is  public  speaking  of  original  compositions  by  members  of 
that  class ;  they  are  appointed  by  the  Faculty  in  November  of 
each  year,  from  among  those  whose  standing  in  the  last  preced- 
ing Merit- Roll  is  not  lower  than  "  Good,"  and  who  have  not  re- 
ceived seventy-five  demerit-marks  during  the  second  term  of  the 
Sophomore,  nor  forty  demerit-marks  during  the  first  term  of  the 
Junior  year,  up  to  the  day  of  appointment. 

Degrees. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  authorized  by  law  to  confer  the 
usual  Collegiate  Degrees,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Fac- 
ulty. The  degrees  are,  Bachelor  of  Arts,  for  those  who  have 
pursued  a  full  course  with  ancient  languages  ;  Bachelor  of  Sci- 
ences, for  those  who  have  pursued  a  full  course  with  modern  lan- 
guages; and  the  degrees  of  Master  of  Arts  and  Master  of 
/Sciences.  • 

The  Faculty  recommend  no  one  as  a  candidate  for  either  de- 
gree whose  average  standing  in  any  study  of  the  Senior  year  has 
fallen  below  seven-tenths  of  the  maximum.  Each  member  of 
the  graduating  class  is  required  to  write  a  composition  for  oral 
delivery,  to  be  sent  in  four  weeks  before  Commencement.  Ora- 
tions and  dissertations  written  for  this  occasion  are  not  to  exceed 
rieven  minutes  each  in  length,  with  the  exception  of  the  Vale- 
dictory and  Salutatory  Orations,  which  may  be  extended  to  ten 
minutes. 

A  Bachelor  of  Arts  or  of  Sciences,  of  three  years'  standing, 
may  be  admitted  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts,  or  to  that  of 
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Master  of  Sciences,  provided  he  show,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Faculty,  that  in  the  interval  he  has  been  engaged  in  some  Lite- 
rary or  scientific,  pursuit,  and  has  sustained  a  good  moral  char- 
acter ;  application  to  be  made  either  personally  or  by  letter,  at 
least  one  month  before  Commencement,  accompanied  by  an 
original  paper  on  any  subject,  and  certified  under  his  own  hand 
to  be  his  own  composition,  written  within  six  months  before  his 
application. 

Commencement. 

The  Commencement  of  the  College  is  held  on  the  Thursday 
preceding  the  1st  of  July  in  each  year,  at  a  place  provided  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

The  performances  of  the  graduating  class  on  Commencement 
Day  are  eight  orations,  and  no  less  than  eight,  nor  more  than 
twelve,  dissertations.  Of  the  orations,  the  Valedictory  is  the 
highest  honor  of  that  nature  in  the  gift  of  the  College,  and  is 
assigned  to  the  student  who  stands  highest  on  the  Merit-Roll 
reckoning  from  the  beginning  of  the  Freshman  year.  The 
Salutatory  Oration  is  the  second  honor,  and  is  given  to  the  stu- 
dent who  ranks  second  on  the  Merit-Roll.  The  six  remaining 
orations  constitute  the  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and 
eighth  honors,  and  are  given  to  the  students  who  rank  from  third 
to  Eighth  on  the  Merit-Roll.  The  dissertations  are  given  to  such 
other  students  in  the  graduating  class  as  particularly  excel  in 
rhetorical  merit.  There  is  also  a  Master's  Oration,  pronounced 
by  one  of  the  candidates  for  that  degree,  appointed  by  the 
Faculty. 

After  the  exercises  of  the  graduating  class  the  distribution  of 
the  diplomas  takes  place,  and  also  that  of  the  various  prizes 
hereafter  described.

Medals. 

The  Pell  Medal. 
In  1849  Duncan  C.  Pell,  Esq.,  placed  in  the  hands  of  Trustees 
>,  to  be  invested,  and  the  income  to  be  applied  annually, 
forever,  to  procure  a  gold  medal,  to  be  awarded  by  them  to  the 
student  in  the  College  who  shall  have  made  the  greatest  pro- 
ficiency in  his  general  studies  during  the  year. 

In  1S56  the  above-named  donor,  by  a  deed  of  trust,  authorized 
the  Trustees  of  the  said  Fund,  if  to  them  it  should  appear  expe- 
dient, to  devote  a  portion  of  the  income  of  the  Fund  to  the 
procuring  of  a  silver  medal,  to  be  awarded  to  the  student  who 
shall  rank  second  in  general  proficiency  during  the  year.

The  Burr  Medal. 

In  1850  Edwin  Burr,  Esq.,  created  a  similar  trust  for  a  gold 
medal,  to  be  awarded  annually,  forever,  to  the  best  mathematician 
in  the  highest  class  in  the  College.

The  Ward  Medals. 

In  1853  Augustus  H.  Ward,  by  a  deed  of  trust  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  and  the  President  of  the  College,  and  their 
successors  in  office,  established  the  Ward  Medals,  viz.,  twenty 
bronze  medals,  to  be  awarded  annually,  at  the  Commencement, 
one  for  each  of  the  subjects  mentioned,  to  the  student  who 
shall  have  made  the  most  proficiency  therein,  provided  he  shall 
have  regularly  pursued  such  study  for  not  less  than  two  months 
of  the  Collegiate  year  then  closing — a  student  gaining  one 
medal  not  to  be  precluded  from  obtaining  others  at  the  same  or 
subsequent  examinations.

The  Riggs  Medals. 

In  July,  1864,  Elisha  Riggs,  Esq.,  by  a  donation  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars  in  United  States  Securities,  established  a  fund  to  be 
administered  by  Trustees,  the  annual  income  of  which  shall  be 
forever  devoted  to  the  providing  of  a  gold  medal,  to  be  annually 
awarded  to  the  author  of  the  best  English  prose  composition  in 
the  Senior  Class  of  the  Collegiate  year  then  terminating ;  and  of 
a  similar  gold  medal,  to  be  so  awarded,  to  the  author  of  the  best 
English  prose  composition  in  the  Junior  Class  of  the  same  year ; 
any  surplus  of  income  to  be  applied  by  the  Trustees  to  further 
in  any  way  they  may  think  best,  the  design  of  the  donor  to 
stimulate  the  cultivation  of  English  composition  in  the  College 
of  the  City  of  New  York.

The  Kelly  Medals. 

In  1868  James  Kelly,  Esq.,  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  College  one  thousand  dollars  to  be  invested, 
and  the  annual  income  thereof  forever  devoted  to  the  providing 
of  two  gold  medals,  to  be  awarded  as  prizes  for  excellence  in 
debating,  and  designated  as  the  first  and  second  Kelly  medals. 
The  speakers  contending  for  these  medals  are  chosen  by  the 
two  literary  societies,  three  from  each  society,  and  the  six  so 
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chosen  are  the  only  competitors.  The  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  seleets  the  subject  and  submits  it  to  the  Faculty  for 
approval. 

The  debate  is  held  at  a  time  and  place  designated  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee,  and  the  medals  are  awarded  by  a  committee 
of  gentlemen  appointed  by  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, and  having  no  connection  with  the  College. 

Prizes  for  Declamation 

Prose. 

In  1852  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Education  offered  a 
prize  for  excellence  in  public  speaking,  to  be  called  the  "  Prize 
of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees."  The  speakers 
contending  for  this  prize  are  chosen  by  ballot  from  the  three 
higher  classes,  two  from  each  class,  by  their  classmates,  and  the 
six  so  chosen  are  the  only  competitors  for  the  prize.  They  speak 
selected  pieces,  and  the  speaking  forms  a  part  of  the  preliminary 
proceedings  of  Commencement ;  the  prize  is  awarded  by  a  com- 
mittee of  gentlemen  having  no  relation  to  the  College,  selected 
by  the  donor.  The  award  is  announced  on  Commencement 
day. 

The  successive  Presidents"  of  the  Board  have  offered  prizes  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  conditions. 

Poetry. 

In  1855  a  gentleman  of  this  city  offered  a  "Prize  to  the  best 
Declaimer  of  a  Selected  Poem,"  the  competitors  to  be  selected, 
one  from  each  of  the  three  higher  classes,  by  the  students  of 
said  classes  respectively ;  the  exercises  to  form  a  part  of  the 
Commencement,  and  to  take  place  at  the  same  time  as  the  speak- 
ing for  the   "  Prize   of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees," 
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and  the  award  to  be  made  by  the  committee  designated  to  confer 
the  prize  in  prose  speaking,  and  at  the  same  time  and  place. 

These  exercises  in  declamation  are  usually  held  on  Friday  pre- 
ceding Commencement. 

Prize  for  Translation  frorr\  Frencl\. 

In  1857  a  gentlemen  offered  an  annual  prize  for  the  best  trans- 
lation from  French  into  English.  The  translators  contending  for 
the  prize  are  elected  by  ballot  from  and  by  the  students  in  the 
three  higher  classes  who  have  studied  French  in  the  College, 
two  from  each  class,  and  the  six  so  chosen  are  the  only  competi- 
tors for  the  prize.  The  translation  is  made  after  the  summer 
examination,  on  a  day  appointed  by  the  President  and  within  a 
given  time,  not  exceeding  three  hours.  The  passage  is  selected 
by  the  professor  of  French,  and  the  merit  of  the  translation  is 
judged  by  its  excellence  both  in  interpreting  the  foreign  text 
and  in  the  use  of  good  idomatic  English  ;  the  former  point  being 
decided  by  the  Professor  of  French,  the  latter  by  the  Professor 
of  English.  These  two  Professors  form  the  Committee  of 
Award,  together  with  the  President,  to  whome  they  report,  ac- 
cording to  a  scale  of  merit  previously  agreed  upon,  and  from  an 
addition  of  such  reports  the  name  of  the  successful  competitor 
is  ascertained.  Each  translation  has  appended  an  assumed 
name  or  motto,  and  a  sealed  letter  bearing  the  name  or  motto 
and  containing  the  true  name  of  the  translator  is  left  with  the 
President. 
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Course  of  Studies. 

Tl>e  entire  course  embraces  a  period  of  five  years,  of  two 
terms  each  year,  and  its  details  are  exhibited  in  Schedule  A, 
which  also  indicates  the  time  devoted  to  the  study  of  each  sub- 
ject. The  full  course  is  the  same  for  all  students,  and  comprises 
either  Ancient  or  Modern  Languages,  under  the  following  regu- 
lations, viz.: 

1.  A  full  course,  with  Modern  Languages,  includes  French 
Spanish,  and  German. 

2.  A  full  course,  with  Ancient  Languages,  includes  Latin, 
Greek,  and,  in  the  senior  year,  any  one  of  the  above  three  Mod- 
ern Languages. 

3.  Students  unable  to  follow  a  full  course,  or  desirous  of  per- 
fecting themselves  in  any  particular  branch  of  knowledge,  may 
enter  in  partial  course,  which  embraces  any  studies  less  than 
either  of  the  full  courses.

The  Laboratory  of  the  College  is  well  provided  with  the  nec- 
essary apparatus  of  glass  and  porcelain,  and  with  an  extensive 
snit  of  chemical  preparations,  to  which  additions  are  constantly 
being  made  by  the  professor  having  charge  of  the  Department. 
The  Physical  Cabinet  is  also  large,  and  contains  most  of  the 
best  French  and  German  instruments,  imported  expressly  for  the 
College. 


Cabinets  of  Chemical  and  Physical  Apparatus. 

The  apparatus  of  the  College  consists  of  French,  German, 
English  and  American  instruments  to  illustrate  the  subjects 
of  Surveyiug,  Navigation,  Mechanics,  Sound,  Light,  Heat, 
Electricity  and  Magnetism.  The  subject  of  Civil  Engineering 
is  illustrated  by  models  of  Oblique  Bridges,  Groined  Arches, 
and  Spiral  Staircases  and  Fortifications. 
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Cabinet  of  Natural  History. 

The  department  of  Natural  History  is  provided  with  a  Cabi- 
net of  Geological,  Mineralogical  and  Conchological  specimens, 
the  last  presented  by  Townsend  Harris,  Esq. 

There  is  also  a  fine  and  large  collection  of  Corals,  principally 
from  the  Florida  Reefs,  which  was  presented  to  the  College  by 
Major  Walter  McFarland,  IT.  S.  Engineers,  formerly  a  student 
in  the  institution. 

The  subject  of  Physiology  is  illustrated  by  Skeletons,  Mani- 
kins, etc. 

Models  and  Casts. 

The  Drawing  Department  is   furnished    with  the   following

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Library, 

The  Library  contains  fifteen  thousand  volumes,  consisting  of 
valuable  and  well  selected  books,  and  is  constantly  increasing 
through  additions  from  appropriations,  and  from  donations  by 
private  citizens. 

In  1852,  Ephraim  Ilolbrook,  Esq.,  of  this  city,  bequeathed  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  applied,  at  a  future  period,  to 
the  purchase  of  books  for  the  Library. 

In  1857,  Seth  Grosvenor,  Esq.,  of  this  city,  bequeathed  to  the 
Board  of  Education  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
permanently  invested,  and  the  income  thereof  to  be  expended, 
under  certain  conditions,  in  the  purchase  of  books  for  the 
Library. 

Extract  from  the  By-Laws  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  concerning  the  Library  of 

the  College— -1808. 

§  56.  The  President  shall,  at  all  times,  have  access  to  the  Library,  and  shall, 
on  application  to  the  Librarian,  be  entitled  to  the  free  use  thereof. 

§  57.  The  Professors  and  Tutors  shall,  at  all  times,  on  application  to  the 
Librarian,  have  access  to  the  Library,  and  enjoy  the  right  of  taking-  books 
therefrom,  provided  no  Professor  have  more  than  six,  and  no  Tutor  have  more 
than  three  volumes  belonging  to  the  Library  at  any  one  time  in  his  possession. 

§  58.  The  Students  of  the  Senior,  Junior,  Sophomore,  and  Freshman  Classes 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  Library,  under  the  conditions  hereafter 
ment-,ion»rL 

§  59.  The  Library  shall  be  opened  to  students  every  alternate  Friday 
throughout  the  collegiate  term,  from  half-past  eight  to  nine  o'clock,  a.  m.  ,  for 
the  return  of  books,  and  from  ten  A.  M.  to  one  P.  M. ,  for  the  delivery  of  books  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  be  in  the  Library  at  those  times. 

§  60.   Students  shall  make  application  for  books  in  the  following  manner  : 

a.   The  Librarian  will  furnish  blank  certificates,  in  form  as  follows :

[Space   for  Name,    Class,    and  Section]   having,  during  the   past   two  weeks, 
obtained  the  Library  average   (0.75)  for  scholarship  in  my  department,  at»H

in  attendance,  is  declared  to  be  entitled  to  the  use  of  the  Library,  provided  no 
objection  exist  on  other  grounds.

h.  The  above  certificate,  dated  the  previous  afternoon,  and  signed  by  at  least 
three  of  the  Professors  or  Tutors  whose  recitations  the  student  may  have  at- 
tended during  the  preceding  two  weeks,  must  be  handed  to  the  Librarian  at 
the  stated  time  on  Friday  morning,  together  with  any  book  belonging  to  the 
Library  which  the  applicant  may  have  drawn  therefrom. 

c.  On  the  back  of  this  certificate,  thus  dated  and  signed,  the  applicant  will 
inscribe,  in  the  order  of  his  preference,  the  titles  of  any  books  which  he  may 
desire.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  the  first  in  order  not  in  use,  unless  its  removal 
from  the  Library  be  forbidden;  but  in  no  case  shall  any  student  have 

MORE  THAN  ONE  VOLUME  BELONGING  TO  THE  LIBRARY  AT  ONE  TIME  IN 
HIS  POSSESSION. 

(1.  The  books  thus  applied  for,  having  been  selected  and  recorded  by  the  Li- 
brarian during  the  day,  will  be  delivered  to  the  applicants  on  the  following 
Friday. 

§  61.  No  book  shall  be  taken  from  the  Library,  under  any  pretense,  by 
ANY  PERSON,  without  the  authority  of  the  Librarian,  and  every  book  taken 
shall  be  duly  recorded  in  a  register  provided  for  that  purpose. 

§  62.  No  book  shall  be  retained  by  any  instructor  or  student  for  a  longer 
period  than  two  weeks,  without  renewal,  except  books  of  reference  used  by  an 
instructor  in  his  recitation-room.  All  books  shall  be  returned  one  week  before 
the  end  of  the  term. 

§  63.  Should  any  student  wish  the  renewal  of  a  book  already  in  his  posses- 
sion, he  must  fulfil  every  requirement  of  the  46th  section  exactly  as  if  he 
desired  another  book;  and  should  any  application  have  been  made  for  it  in  the 
meantime,  his  right  thereto  shall  cease. 

§  64.  The  penalties  for  defacing,  mutilating,  or  losing  books  belonging  to 
the  Library  shall,  in  the  case  of  students,  be  as  follows : 

a.  For  defacing  a  book,  suspension  from  the  use  of  the  Library  for  not  less 
than  one  month,  nor  more  than  three  months,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Libra- 
rian, or  until  the  injury  be  repaired. 

b.  For  mutilating  or  losing  a  book,  complete  restriction  from  the  use  of  the 
Library  until  the  book  be  *-epl<*ced,  rebound,  or  repaired,  as  the  Librarian  may 
require 

§  65.  Any  book  delivered  to  any  student  or  instructor,  whether  text  book, 
book  of  reference,  or  Library  book,  shall  constitute  a  charge  against  him  of 
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the  cost  of  the  book,  to  be  paid  by  him  unless  it  be  returned  m  good  condition, 
or  its  loss  or  injury  be  satisfactorily  accounted  for  to  the  Librarian ;  AND  in 
CASE  OF  A  STUDENT,  UNLESS  THE  SAME  BE  PAID  FOR  OR  REPLACED  WITH- 
OUT   DELAY,    HE     SHALL    BE    DISMISSED    FROM     THE     COLLEGE.        In    Cases    of 

gross  carelessness  or  wanton  injury  of  the  books,  punishment  shall  be  inflicted 
in  addition  to  reparation. 

§  66.  The  Librarian  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee,  at  the  end  of 
each  term,  the  condition  of  the  Library,  the  books  injured  or  lost,  and  the  per- 
sons by  whom  they  were  lost  or  injured. 


Literary  Societies. 

Two  Literary  Societies,  the  Clionian  and  Piirenocosmian, 
are  connected  with  the  College.  They  were  established  for  a 
kindred  purpose — the  cultivation  of  the  arts  of  composition, 
oratory,  and  debate,  and  the  promotion  of  a  friendly  intercourse 
between  students.  The  students  of  the  four  collegiate  classes, 
as  well  as  resident  graduates,  are  eligible  to  regular  member- 
ship. 

The  faculty  are  ex  officio  honorary  members  of  the  societies. 

The  meetings  are  weekly  during  the  collegiate  year.  The 
exercises  consist  of  the  reading  of  an  essay,  the  delivery  of  an 
oration,  and  the  debate  of  a  question  previously  appointed.  A 
magazine  is  also  read  at  intervals,  to  which  the  members  con- 
tribute anonymously,  articles  of  a  lighter  nature  than  the  essays. 
The  libraries,  containing  many  valuable  books,  are  in  two  of 
the  side-rooms  of  the  chapel,  and  are  open  to  the  members  on 
Friday  afternoons.
